A DEMAND FOR FREE COINAGE 


Silver Should Be Restored to Its 
Rightful Place. | 


A CRUSHING DEFEAT IT WAS FOR IRBY 


‘A Large Crowa of Spectators Who Ex- 
pected a Lively Bout Between 


the Senators. 


Columbia, S. C., May %.—(Special.)—Free 
silver at 16 to 1 and Senator Tillman were 
the favorites here today. 

‘¢ was difficult to say which had the 
fewest enemies in the convention, but 
there were not over twenty delegates op- 

,° posed to either. Miniature pitchforks 
of white metal, got out by an enterpris- 
ing Atlanta house, were in evidence as 

badges. Each prong of the fork impaled a 

gold bug, the three being named Cleveland, 

Carlisle and Sherman. At an interesting 

passage in the proceedings, a large pitch- 

fork was held aloft at. the door of the con- 

‘vention. 

This has been a day of defeat for Senator 
Xrby, who for six years has been state 
fhairman. Today was his last chance to 
make a showing of strength, and he failed 
to do so. The resolutions against bolting, 
which the advocates and Senator Tillman 
opposes, failed by a vote nearly unanimous 
against them. 

In 1890 Irby led the fight for Tillman for 
Governor and had great influence. This 
year they are opposed, and it is no secret 
that Governor Evans is backed by Senator 
Tillman for Irby’s place. 

An immense gathering of spectators 
crowded the galleries and floor of the hall, . 
expecting a sensational bout between the 
two senators, but they were disappointed. 
The feature of the day was the indorsement 
of Tillman for president. It is only within 
the last few days that such action was se- 
ricusly contemplated, but the sentiment had 
fully ripened today. 

In his remarks on this subject Senator 
Tillman said he was not losing any sleep 
over the matter, but if called on to lead the 
ficht for the nation he would do so. 

The Chicago delegation was instructed to 
vote as @-unit on all questions, so there 
will be no splitting. If the delgzates have 
ary second choice for president, they have 
not expressed it. 

The Financial Planks. 

Whenever Senator Tillmen spoke or free 
moinage was mentioned, it was the signal 
for applause. These were the finangial 
planks in the platform presented by Sen- 
ator Tillman and adopted: 

“We demand: a more economical admin- 
istration of our national affairs, and that 
taxes shall be levied so as to bear equally on 
all sections and all classes. Labor should 
be lightly burdened, and by a graduated in- 
come tax wealth be made to pay for its 
protection. 

“We repudiate the construction placed on 
the financial plank of the last democratic 
national convention by President Cleve- 
land and Secretary Carlisle as contrary to 
plain meaning of English words, and as be- 
ing an act in bad faith, deserving the se- 
werest ceusure. 

“The issue of bonds in time of peace 
with which to buy gold to redeem coin ob- 
ligations payable in silver or gold, at the 
option of the government, and the use of 
proceeds to defray the ordinary expenses of 

-the.government, are both unlawful and 
usurp actions of authority, deserving im- 
peachment. 

“A sound ani just system of finance is 
the most potent factor in a nation’s pros- 
perity, and we demand the restoration of 
the money of the constitution by giving sil- 
ver the same rights : nd privileges now giv- 
en to gold. 

‘we demand the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, regardless 
of the action ‘of any and all other nations, 

na that such coinage shall be a legal ten- 
\r for all debts, public and private. 

B“Congress alone has the power to coin 
“gad issue money, and President Jackson de- 

clared that this power could not be delegat- 

ed to a corporation; therefore, we demand 
the national banking system be abolished. 
“The absorption of wealth by a few, the 
consolidation of our leading railroad sys- 
tems and the formation of trust and pools 
require a stricter control by the federal gov- 
ernment of those arteries of commerce.

GRANITE STATE DEMOCRATS. 


President-Elect Bingham Addresses 
the Ccnvention. 

Concord, N. H., May 20.—The democratic 
State convention was called to order in 
Phenix hall at 1126 o'clock by John T. 
Amey, of Lancaster, chairman of the State 
central committee. 

There was a good attendance of delegates 
while the gallery contained the usual num- 
ber of spectators. The list of officers and 
committees selected at the preliminary 
meeting last evening was adopted as the 
permanent organization of the convention. 

Hon. Harry Bingham, of Littleton, the 
president-elect, was introduced by Mr. 
Amey, and was warmly received, being 
given three hearty cheers. 

Mr. Bingham’s remarks were frequently 
interrupted by demonstrations of applause 
and when he lecosed there was great ap- 
plause. : 

The following are the resolutions, pre- 
amble omitted: f 

“We declare, first, that under present 
conditions there can be but one standard 
of value end that every kind of currency 
should rest up¢en a gold basis sO, long as 
sold is the standard recognizei by the 
great commercial nations of the world: 
and we beartily commend the action of 
President Cleveland in so firmiy maintain- 
ing our public credit and faith in the face 
of formidable opposition. 

“2. That we favor a system of tariff tax- 
ation so xdjusted as to preduce the nec- 
essury revenues to meet the present ex- 
penses of an honest gevernment with the 
least possible burden upen the peyple and 
afford such incidental protection as will 
ineet the requirements of American cap:tal 
and labor. : 

“3. That the Monroe doe¢trine embodies 
cur idea of national self-defense and 
shculd be vigorously maintained. 

“4. That the civil-and religious rights of 
all our pecple as guararteed. them under 
the conatitution should be sedulously 
guarded and that no proscriptions on ac- 
ceunt ‘of religious cpiniens should be coun- 
tenanced or tolerated.” 

The following were chosen delegates at 
large: Frank Jones, Alvah W. Sulloway, 
Irving A. Drew, Charles A. Sinclair. 

The convertion then adjourned.

THE SPEECH OF CHAINMAN CARR 


The Convention at Dubuque Was Com- 
posed of True Men pf the State and 
They Dispatched Business.

Dubuque, Ia., May  20.—(Special.)—The 
boys from the wheat fields of lowa ac- 
quitted themselves gloriously today. 

They have presented the name of Horace 
Boies, that sterling democrat, to the people 
of the United Stetes as a man worthy of 
the presidency of the United States. 

They have placed him upon an unequivo- 
cal platform of the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 io 1. 

The gold contingent were making much 
of 2 provis» suggesting that congress might 
change the ratio—declaring it to be a sign of 
weukness—for they are in that condition 
Sah which catches at any straw for re- 
ief. 

What Governor Boies Says. 

‘That proviso, even if made,’ said ex- 
Governor Beies tonight, ‘‘simply means 
the restoration: of the condition of 1873. 
It is charged by all the gold monometai- 
lists that the silver dollar is a 50-cent dol- 
lar. After robbirg silver ‘of its coinage 
Value as money of final redemption, they 
claim the credit of their crime. Let silver 
stand where it did in 1873, with the benefit 
which free coinage gave, and if upon that 
equal basis the laws of commerce, instead 
of the hard -of unfriendly legislation, 
should, call for a change, the congress of 
the people should be equal to the task 
of doing right. In the meantime we want 
the mailed hand of Wall street taken off 


of silver, and let it have an equal chance,”’ 

Asked as to what he thought of the fu- 
ture, Governor Boies stated that: 

‘T have every confidence in the ability 
of the people to gain and maintain their 
The fight for free silver comes up 
from the common people, wherever you 
find them. The effort to establish the 
gold standard comes from abroad. The 
democrats of the great northwest send 
their greetings to their brethren of the 
south and call upon them to stand firm 
for the people as against the privileged 


rights. 


classes."’ 
A Representative Gathering. 

The convention which assembled here 
was thoroughly representative of the peo- 
ple who make the state. The Marshall- 
town convention of one year ago, which 
adopted a gold resolution, was run by 
federal officials and their associates, but 
this time the men from the wheat fields, 
from the shops and from mines came out 
and swept aside the emissaries of Wall 
street with a vim which took their breath 
away. 

The state committee which held over 
from last year was a goldbug body and 
created the first disturbance by naming 
as temporary chairman of the body Hon. 
S. S. Wright, a. goldbug, who had pre- 
pared a _ stereotyped speech about the 
advantages of so-called “sound money.” 
There was a strong disposition on the part 
of the delegates to defeat him by naming, 
from the floor, Hon. E. L. Carr, but in 
view of the fact that it might be cause for 
a bolt, they desisted until Wright could 
make a speech. 

Colonel Carr’s Speech. 

It was with considerable irritation, 
therefore, that the convention listened to 
a speech prepared in Washington, but the 
boys had their inning upon the election 
of Hon. E. M. Carr as permanent chair- 
man, who spoke out brave words for the 
free coinage of silver. His closing refer- 
ences to Governor Boies—who sat in the 
convention as chairman of the Blackhawk 
delegation—as the man embodying the 
principles of true democracy, shook the 
roof of the Grand opera house.as it was 
never shaken before. 

It was plain that Iowan lungs were as an- 
imated as the coinzge they called for. 

It was the work of the platform commit- 
tee, however, that brought the culmina- 
tion of enthusiasm. All the trimmings 
which it was anticipated might be in it, 
was lacking, and it spoke out boldly and 
without reserve. When it is stated that it 
was carefully written by Governor Boies 
himself, it can be seen that he knows how 
to make himself heard. 

Iowa’s Platform. 

The platform, as follows, was read by 
Hen. W. L. Reed, of Des Moines, chair- 
man of the committee: 

“The democracy of Iowa, in convention 
assembled, hereby. reaffirms its allegiance 
to the time-honored democratic doctrine of 
bimetallism, to the use of both gold and 
silver as primary money and the coinage 
of both at a ratio, without chirge or limit, 

“We hold to the use of both gold and 
silver as the standard money of the coun- 


try.and to the coinage of both. gold and 


| silver without discriminating against either 
metal or charge for mintage.. 

“In the judgment of this convention the 
explicit pledge of the national democratic 
party, if fairly and honorably kept, requires 
the constant effort of eyery loyal democrat 
to accomplish the repeal of laws, hereto- 
fore enacted through the instrumentality of 
the republican party which do in letter and 
spirit alike discriminate against silver and 
in favor of gold, and ‘the substitution there- 
of of affirmative legislation which shall, 
upon some terms or other restore silver to 
equal rights with gold in the mints and 
coinage of the country. 

“Second. We hereby affirm as a deliber- 
ate conviction of this convention, that the 
act of 1873; insofar as it demonetized silver 
and established gold as the single unit of 
value, is a flagrant violation of one of the 
most important provisions of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, a violation which 
every-political party ought to condemn and 
every good citizen shoud assist in expung- 
ing from the statutes of the republic. We, 
therefore, favor the immediate repeal of 
all laws by which silver was demonetized, 
and demand its unqualified restoration to 
the right of free and unlimited coinage in 
the mints of the nation as money of final 
redemption at the old ratio of 16 to 1. 

“Third, we recognize the fact that upon 
this Question the country has reached a 
crisis that can no longer be evaded or post- 
poned. We know that the result of the 
conflict must be a return to the money of 
the constitution, or to the substitution 
therefor for all time to come, of a standard 
of values born of British aristocratic greed, 
and in behalf of the toiling millions of 
this republic, we welcome the conflict and 
pledge the democratic party of lowa to 
stand by the constitution; to defend the 
right; to beat back with all its strength 
every aggression. of the money power of 
the old and new world alike, and to aid, 
to the utmost limit of its ability, in re- 
storing to ourselves and our posterity the 
sacred heritage of the financial system be- 
qveathed to the American people by the 


, equally fair and just to all citizens.

in this effort we cordially invite the co- 
operation of all good citizens without ref- 
erence to political affiliations in the past. 

‘‘Fourth, we hereby enter our most earn- 
est protest against all schemes for the re- 
tirement of our non-interest-bearing na- 
tional currency and the substitution there- 
for ‘of $500,000,000 of interest-bearing bonds 
to become an additional burden upon the 
producing classes, that national banks may 
be supplied with interest-bearing capital on 
wh... to transact their individual business; 
and we also protest against the further is- 
suagce and -sale of government bonds, and 
demand of the government that it shall 
hereafter redeem the same with the coin of 
either metal it may possess, in strict ac- 
cordance with both the spirit and the let- 
ter of the law, 

‘S. We denounce as a transparent fallacy 
the claim that labor can be benefited by 
the maintenance of a single gold standard 
as the basis of our financial system. The 
experience of all ages, and of every coun- 
try alike, clearly demonstrates that a 
contracted currency invariably compels a 
contraction of business; the lessening of 
industrial enterprises; the enforced idle- 
ness of great numbers of the working 
classes and nothing of which the human 
mind can conceive is more clearly self- 
evident than the nakéd truth that the wages 
of labor must always’ be adjusted to and 
correspond with the prices of products in 
the markets in which they are sold. 

“6. Earnestly desiring to promote the best 
interests of the laboring classes, we favor 
the appointment of.a cabinet official to 
be known as the set@®tary of “abor, 


whose duty it shall be. ift ali cases of tariff- 
protected industries to investagate, as- 
certain and report to congress what share 
in amy of the emhanced price for which 
protected products are sold in the markets 
of this country, is paid by employers in 
these industries to their employes, and to 
be clothed with further power, in all cases 


where public interests are involved or the 
public peace is endangered, to inquire into 


the merits of the controversies between em- 
ployers and employes, and recommend the 
adjustment thereof upoh such terms as to 
him, or abitrators appointed by him, shall 
seem just, and in case of the failure of 
either party to abide by the recommenda- 
tion made, to report the facts to congress, 
or a state legislature, as the case may re- 
quire, with recommendations for additional 
legislation, if such in this judgment be nec- 
essary, and in the discharge ‘of his several 
duties to be clothed with further power 
to compel the giving of testimony under 
oath by parties interested or otherwise, 
and the production of all books and papers 
which, 1n his judgment, are necessary to a 
a full and impartial determination of the 
matters committed to his care.’’ 

Two minority reports were presented 
which were voted down by a vote of 617% 
nays to 216% yeas, and then by a reversed 
vote Iowa was placed in the roll of silver 
Sates. 

When in the call of the roll Blackhawk 
county was reached, and the vote was de- 
clared by Governcr Boies, its chairman, 
there was a scene of wild enthusiasm. Lat- 
er on he was introduced to the convention 
as lIowa’s choice for the presidency and 
spoke a few words of grateful appreciation. 

Hon. Charles A. Walsh, who has done 
some work for free coinage, was in a Hap- 
py mood after the convention adjourned. 
He was elected national committeeman to 
succeed M. Richardson, who was believed 
to be abusing his ‘trust in the interest of the 
enemies of the democrats of Iowa. 

“It is a mistake,” said Mr. Walsh, “to 
suppose that the people of the northwest 
are anything else than Gemocrats when it 
comes down to first principles. By the ma- 
nipulation of politicians, they have been 
turned off on side issues which are foreign 
to their nature. They have broken away 


} from the leading strings, however, and if 


the democratic national convention will 
adopt a platform having in view the inter- 
ests of the people, instead of the merely lo- 
cal interests of a few north Atlantic cities, 
they will find Iowa, Wisconsin, Illinois and 
other states in the democratic column.’’ 

“Hferace Boies,’’ said Hon. 8S. B. Evans, 
of Ottowa, “made Iowa demecratic once, 
ard follow his lead and you will see this 
whole country democratic again.”’ 

The city has been full of federal) office 
holders ail the week. They were so badly 
whipped out in the county meeting that 
but few of them were members of the 
body, and the only service they could ren- 
der the “old man in Washington” was 
being put to eee if something would 
not curn up. It did turn up, but 
not being to their liking, they are not much 
in evidence tonight. 

The action of the Illinois goldbugs in 
salling for the establishment of a boit- 
ing delegation had such an effect upon the 
Iowans that they stood ready to take 
prompt action with any traitor who should 
propose to discredit the action of the state 
convention, One of the features of the day 
was the cheers for Morgan, of Alabama, 
for the vice presidency on the ticket with 
Boies. All around the streets could be 
heard the cry of ‘“‘Hurrah for Boies and 
Morgan!” 

The venerable Alabmaian is as well known 
here as in his own state and as the au- 
thor of the “cuckoo” phrase. He is in 
close touch with the people of lowa whose 
ruined homesteads stand as monuments to 


the contracting influence of the gold stand-

were vigorously condemned. 
, Congressman Bailey’s speech was a reve- 
lation even to his stanchest admirers. His 
reputation as a lucid, strong debater had 
traveled before him and every one in the 
vast audience came expecting great things 
from the young Texas orator. 


But though expectations were high, Con-. 


gressman Bailey surpassed them all and 
the audience was fairly carried by storm 
with one of the clearest, most forceful ar- 
gumerts ever advanced on the currency 
question. 

Mr. Bailey was well known by reputa- 
tian to a large number in the audience, 
who have kept informed on the aétivity of 
his career in congress, but there were, of 
course; hundreds in the audience who did 
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not know what a ‘treat was in store for 
them when the brilliant young Texan ad- 
vamced to the footlights. 

The eloquent congressman, as soon as in- 
troduced by Major Whitner, launched out 
into an argument against the republican 
principle of a single gold standard. For 
several minutes he talked to his audiefice 
very quietly and earnestly, as a lawyer 
might who w2é pleading with a jury. There 
was po ramting, no straining for effect. 
The handsome young orator appreciated 
that his audience was largely’ composed of 
older men than hmiself. His manner was 
such that it captured their sympathetic 
interest from the start, but it was only 
after finishing the first half of his speech

that he succeeded in arousing their enthu- 
siasm to such a pitch that every argu- 
ment advanced seemed to strike home and 
aroused prolonged and hearty applause. 

It was interesting for a disinterested ob- 
server to watch the progress of his power. 
Every concluded argument seemed to 
strengthen. the young orator in the. opin- 
jon of his hearers. Toward the conclusion 
he had “everything in a swing,’ as one 
ef the promiment politicians of the fourth 
ward aptly expressed it. 

' He tried to conclude his speech at ane 
time and tthe cries of “Go on!’ “Go on!” 
were so vehement that he was obliged to 
continue, though his voice*‘was almost fail- 
ing. 

When the,/congressmamn took his seat the 
audience almost went wild with enthusi- 
asm and tthe’ cheering was of the roof-rais- 
ing order.

Report of the Committee. 

When the applause for Mr. Bailey had 
ceased Mr. Goldsmith presented the report 
of the committee which had been appoint- 
ed in the early part of the meeting. 

The report was as follows: 


“We are opposed to the singte gold stand- 


ard. 
“We are in favor of the restoration of sil- 


ver to the position it-occupied pr‘or to its 
demonetization in 1873, the condemnation 
and repudiation of which thas been =since 
that time one of the cardinal principles of 
democrattic policy. — 

‘‘We hold te the use of both gold and sil- 
ver as the standard money of the country 
and to the coinage of both metals wi 
discriminaition against either or charge 
mintage, as pledged by the democratic plat- 
form. 

‘We hold.that since silver has been de- 


preciated by adverse tegisiation that its . 


value can. be restored by the repeal of the 
infamous laws which havé appreciated the 
value of gold in the reverse proportion to 
the depreciation which has been wv®ought 
in silver—a scheme purposely concocted 
to put additional burdens on the shoulders 
of the debtors of tthe country and which 
has robbed labor of its honest wages, de- 
pressed the value of all property and laid 
heavy hands on the business and industrial 
development of the country. It has done 
what Secretary Carlisle prophesied it would 
do when, as a member of congress, he de- 
nounced it as the greatest conspiracy of 
the age. 

“As the bonds issued by the government 
are pledged to be paid in coin, and as con- 
gress has specifically refused to make them 
payable in gold alone, we hold that they 
should be paid under the terms of the con- 
tract in either gold or silver. 

“Recognizing at all times the dnty of the 
governm2nt to meet its honest obligations, 
we are opposed to the further issue of 
bends in time cf peace, and we hold it to 
be an outrage on the people to burden 
future generaticns with millions of bonded 
indebtedness when the vaults of the treas- 
ury are burdened with uncoined bullion 
and when ihe government has other money 
on hand with which to meet its obliga- 
tions. If the emergency for a bond issue 
should arise, we hold that as the people 
are to pay the obligation thus ifncurred, 
that no issue of bonds she'’d be author- 
ized unless by the conse of the people’s 
representatives in congress. 

“We are opposed to the contraction of 
the currency by the retirement of the 
greenbacks. 
pledge ourselves not to vote for 
any delegate to the state convention who 
is in favor of susiaining the single gold 
standard and reducing the currency of the 
country to a gold basis. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the bond- 
ed indebtedness of the country has __ been 
greatly lessened since the war, the pay- 
ment of the balance still due requires the 
expenditure of more human labor 
and a greater outlay of the staple products 
of the coiatry than would have been nec- 
essary to meet the entire debt of the coun- 
try twenty-five years ago. This is a dis- 
crimination against the producers of the 
country which works hardship alike on 
labor and capital and which should not be 
tolerated by a free people.

HOW L ‘K’ WAS CONQUERED 


McWilliams and Tom Clinched and It 
Was a Wrestle for Life. 


A PISTOL PLACED OVER TOM’S HEART 


When After Fifteen Minutes He Gave 
Up the Fight—Tom Brought to 
Atlanta for Safety. 


Tom Delk was landed in a cell at police 
headquarters at 3 o'clock this morning. 

He was brenght in a two-horse hack 
from Fairbur , eighteen miles from Atlan- 
ta, by John H. McWilliams, a farmer of 
Coweta county, by whom he was captured. 

Delk was securely chained to the front 
seat, thereby rendering his escape impossi- 


ble. He had a large chain around his ankle 
and handcuffs on his wrists. Mr.McWil- 
liams, , who weighs about 200 pounds and 
is as etiong as a gtant, was sitting by 
the Wg@De outlaw’s side as the hack drove 
up te the station house. 

It was not long before an anxious crowd 
had surrounded the vehicle, eagerly listen- 
ing to the story of the capture. Delk sat 
on the front seat apparently in good humor, 
and would occasionally correct his captor 
as he- would make some mistake in his 

It took some time to free Delk of his 
chains, which had to be broken with ham- 
mers. He was at last released, however, 
and was soon given a good bunk in a cell. 
| He is rather a good-looking young fel- 
low, with a clean shaven face and a de- 
termined expression. He seems to take his 
arrest very philosophically, and is not in 


the least humiliated. 
An Affecting Scene. 


-*% §00n after Delk was led into the corridor 


about the cells his old father, who learned 
of the capture, called his son. Delk recog- 
nized his father’s voice and for the first 
time showed the least sign of care for self 
or anything else. As his father’s voice 
came to his ears the young prisoner stop- 
ped still a second. Then, as if seized with 
an ague, began trembling and shaking 
from head to foot. His deeply tanned, 
weather-beaten face took on a paler hue 
and tears came to his eyes. 

“Tet me see him,” he said pleadingly to 
the officers. 

Again old man Delk’s .voice rang out 
calling his scn’s name. There was a tremor 
in the tone perceptible to all. 

It moved the officers end with s@arcely 
a word they unlocked the door and led 
Delk to the cell in which his father was 


As the son came in front of the cell 
the old man _ thrust his hand 
through the bars and grasping the hand 
extended, said:

The Story Told from Senoia. 

Senoia, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)\—Tom 
Delk, the cutlaw, was captured this after- 
noon. 

The story is one of the most thrilling 
in the state’s criminal annals, Mr. J. if. 
McWilliams, a farmer living four miles 
from this prce, is a hero in this part of 
the state tonight. Such a display of dar- 
ing couras~as trat exercised by Mr. Mc- 
Williams in the capture of Delk is prob- 
ably not recorded except in detective sto- 
ries. 

This afternoon at 6 o’clock Mr. Mc- 
Williams, accompanied by Messrs. Will 
Nichols, W. W. Banks and B. F. Cook, 
Jr., left with the prisoner for Atlanta. 

If the party misses the train on the West 
Point road the prisoner will be brought 
to Atlanta through the country. Mr. Mc- 
Williams, however, hoped to reach the 
train and safely lodge Delk in Atlanta 
before midnight tonight. 

When Mr. McWilliams and his party 
drove up in town this afternoon with Delk 
it was only a few min before a crowd 
of several hwidred gathered around the 
party. - 

Delk was in a splendid kumor, laughing 
and talking freely to the crowd. He him- 
self told the story of the capture In a most 
thrilling manner. 

Sold His Cartridges. 

Delk wore a belt filled with forty-four 
caliber cartridges, and it was only a few 
minutes before he began to dispose of them 
at prices ranging from 10 to 25 cents apiece. 
The carriage carrying the party had hard- 
ly stopped when Delk turned to Marshal 
W. M. Reeves, who had walked up, and 
said: 

“Bill, old boy, get me a pack of cig- 
arettes, please. I haven’t got much money, 
but I’ve got enough for that. Oh, yes, I 
am caught at last, but you ask Mac if I 
didn’t give him the G—d d—est best fight 
that he ever had before he got me. Mac 
weighs twice as much as I do, but he 
didn’t find me a baby.” 

‘How did Mr. McWilliams get 
Tom?’ some one asked, as the crowd 
gathered around the vehicle in which the 
prisoner sat. 

He told the following story: 

“I was sitting out there in the woods 
and just as some one said, ‘Who is that? 
Throw that gun down,’ I saw a stranger 
standing within a few yards of me and I 
shrank behind a tree, as the stranger had 
his gun on me. I did not know Mr. Me- 
Williams and he didn’t know me. When 
I got behind the tree I had old Mac and he 
knew it. I leveled my winchester on him 
and told him to come down. You ought to 
have seen old Mac drop that gun,”’ said 
Delk, with a ninging, mirthful laugh, and 
then the following conversation took place 
between Delk and McWilliams: 

‘Have you got a pistol?’ said Delk. 

*“No,”’ was the answer. 

“Yes, you have. I see it. Shell out.” 

Takes McWilliams’s Gun. 

Mr. McWilliams dropped bis pistol to the 
ground in front of him and Delk stepped 
out from behind the tree and discharged 
Mr. McWilliams’s shotgun and revolver. 

“Now, .-have you got any money””’ 

“No,” the answer came as before. 

“Well, just turn your pockets wrong- 
side out and then I'll be sure. I am getting 
a little short of change.” | 

Mr. McWilliams diopped his purse con- 
taining abodt twelve dollars. 

“Now,” said Delk, “I want your watch. 
I haven’t got one.” 

Mr. McWilliams placed his watch by the 
purse and stepped back. 

‘‘Now, sit down on that log,’”’ said Delk, 
“and let's have a little chat.” 

Mr. McWilliams and Delk sat down, Delk 
having him covered with his winchester all 
the while. 

Mr. McWilliams had during this time 

made up his mind that his captor was no 
other than Tom Delk, the noted outlaw, 
and began to plan a capture. In speaking 
of the matter this evening Mr. McWilliams 
said: 
‘JT couldn’t have got up courage enough 
if he hadn’t had so much of my stuff, I 
wanted that $12 more than anything else. 
I needed it in my business.” 

It took Mr. McWilliams only a few min- 
utes to make his plans. 

“T know you are Tom Delk and if you 
will just let me have my watch and pistol 
1] tell you how we can make $100.” 

Tom was all attention at once. 

“How?” he said. 

“Well, I'll tell you,” was the answer. 
“Today Jim Steed passed here going to 
his plantation and he had with him $100. 
He will be back by here directly and you 
can hold him up, while I go through him, 
and then we can divide.” 

Mr. McWilliams was playing for time 
hoping, Micawber like, for something to 
turn up, for the plan of robbery was for 
that purpose. ‘ 

All of the above took place while only a 
few yards from the public road and very 
near to Keg creek. While the robbery was 
being planned Delk became very much 


‘interested, thinking that he could risk get- 


ting the money and give McWilliams no 
chance to get the drop on him. 

The two men were still sitting on the log 
when Mr. McWdliams disaovered that 
some one was coming down the road. 
‘Hide, quick!” he said to Delk. 

He Fell Upon Tom. 

Both men dropped behind the bog. In do 
ing so, Delk rested his rifle across his lap 
McWilliams, in an instant saw his

McWilliams is about five feet 
inches and weighs more than 200. He is 
so fleshy as to be unable to handle him- 


self easily. 
Delk weighs about 160 pounds and is 


very stout. 
McWilliams’s ‘weight ‘was such as to 
stun Delk when he sprang upon him. But 
in an instant, before McWilliams could 
secure Delk, the latter was up and then a 
fight for life began. 

Delk had the advantage, 
his revolver, @ 44-caliber, 
and was much the more acti

McWilliams now knew that if he was

And then the struggle-commenced anew 
and (Mr. (MoWilliams had almost despair- 
ed of his life, when, by a sudden twist, 
he succeeded in throwing Delk to the 
ground. As they fell McWilliams reached 
around Delk and drew the latter’s pistol 
from his belt and as Delk struck the 
ground McWilliams had the _ revolver 
cocked and placed just over-Delk’s heart. 

“Surrender, or I'll kill you,” said McWil- 
liams. 

Delk knew that he had been played and 
that he had lost, and he asked that his life 
might be spared. 

The clothes of both men were torn almost 
from their bodies in the struggle. 

McWilliams arose from the ground, hold- 
ing Delk’s right hand with his left and 
Delk’s revolver cocked and presented in 
his right. It was then that they walked to 
Mr. McWilliams’s house about half.a mile 
away, leaving their hats, guns and all else. 
Mr. McWilliams was so exhausted that it 
was some time before he reached home. At 
once he called some member of his family 
into the yard and had the farm bell rung. 
Help came and Delk was securely tied and 
brought on to this place. 

Even after reaching Senoia, both Mr. Mc- 
Williams an@ Delk showed unmistakable 
Signs of the terrible struggle through 
which they had gone. 

Delk remarked this evening that he had 
fought for his life, and he did not care for 
the results, so far as Mr. McWilliams was 
concerned. 

What Tom Says. 


Desiring to see what Delk would = say 
about the murder of Sheriff Guinn, some 


one said to him here this evening: 

**Tom, why did you let Tom Langford 
kill those men down in Pike?’ 

“Oh, now, how do you know who killed 
Guinn? I don’t and you don’t. It may 
have been me, and it may have been Tom 
Langford or some one else.” 

Delk said that since the capture of his 
father, Taylor, he had been near Senoia 
all the while. He was not shot by the de- 
tectives. One ball passed through his pants 
just over the upper thigh. 

Tom laughed heartily at the detectives’ 
action. He said as soon as his father was 
secured that the detectives all sprang be- 
hind a pile of timber to hide from his shots. 
He shot, he says, until he emptied his pistol 
and then walked serenely away. R 

in speaking of? the capture this evening, 
Mr. McWilliams said the risk he took was 
a terrible one; that at one time he thought 
he had lost and that he would not take the 

‘same risk again for any amount. He said 
that when he sprang upon Delk he called to 
Mr. Tom Entreken, whom he saw coming 
down the road: ‘‘ ‘Run here quick.’ I felt, 
sure Entreken would help me, but when 
I saw him running\swiftly in thé opposite 
direction my heart sank within me I 
thought my time had come. Just as I 
saw that Entreken had run from us Delk 
began to recover from my first blow and 
to rise. I knew I must win or die and 
never in my life have I so nerved myself 
to the utmost exertion. It was a fight for 
life on both sides and I won.’’ 

The Joke on Entrelin. 

Mr. Entreken was here this afternoon 
amd made this statement: 

“When I was called I recognized Mac’s 
voice, and peeping through the bushes, 
saw him and some one else wrestling, as 
I thought. I decided that Mac was trying 
to play a joke on me by calling for help 
and I ran on about a hundred yards and 
waited. Finally I saw Mac come out of 
the swamp with some one and I went on 
home.” 

The people of Senoia and. community 
feel great relief and will sleep much 
more quietly tonight. The people of the 
community have not felt safe since the 
Delks have been lurking around. 

Delk expressed himself as being glad 
that he was captured here rather than 
in Pike, where he feared he would have 
been mobbed. 

McWilliams was squirrel hunting when 
he discovered Delk this afternoon. 

Old Man Delk Talks. 

As soon as the news of Tom’s capture 
was heard’at police headquarters Taylor 
Delk was seen. 

The old man was found fast asleep 
on his bunk. He arose very discontentedly 
and when the news was told him he re- 
plied that he did not believe it, and he held 
out to the very last that Tom was still at 
large. 

“IT don’t believe that Tom is captured,”’ 
said he. “You fellows thought that yon 
had Myers and you didn’t, did ye? Now 
you are in a better position to know the 
news than me, but I don’t believe that Tom 
was ‘round Fairburn, much less in Camp- 
bell county. If he’s caught, though, he’s 
caught and that’s all there is about it.” 

The old gentleman then refused to say 
anything further, but his actions indicated 
that he was very much worried over Tom’s 
capture. He was exceedingly nervous and 
inquired very carefully into the details of 
the capture. :

‘“* *Well, tell me,’ I asked him, ‘how can 
he have made so much money. He is not 
the smartest man in town. I know that 
you have more sense than he has, and so 
have many other men in town. And tell 
me, with less sense, how is it that he has 
made more money, spends more, builds 
finer houses, and goes off in the summer? 
How is it that he has been making so much 
money ?’ ‘ 

“He looked down at the pavement a mo- 
ment, and said, ‘I never thought about it.’ 

“Well, I'll tell you,’ said. ‘It is as plain 
as that two and two make four. He has 
been dealing in something which has been 
going up _ for twenty years. You 
have been dealing in something which has 
been going down for twenty years. Isn’t 
this true?’ 

‘It must be true.’ 

“ ‘Suppose that twenty years ago each of 
you had $10,000. Suppose each of you want- 
ed more and each of you borrowed $10,000. 
G. took his, loaned it out, paid his inter- 
est and spent the balance. You took yours 
and invested in merchandise. You made 
your profit, paid your interest and spent 
the balance. Now the twenty years have 
gone by and pay day comes. G. calls upon 
his customers to come in and pay and he 
gets his money because he had a mortgage. 
They come in and lay him down $20,000. 
He draws from that $10,000 and he keeps 
$10,000, and it is worth twice as much. Your 
creditor comes to'you. You have got just 
as much merchandise as you had twenty 
years ago, but it is only worth half as 
much now as it was then, and when you 
pay your debt the sheriff is in possession 
of your storehouse.’ 

“That is the reason, my countrymen, that 
97 per cent of the merchants lose and 3 
per cent of them make money. The 3 per 
cent that make money never borrow. That 
is the reason why 97 per cent of the bankers 
make money ard 3 per cent of them lose 
it, and the 3 per cent that lose are always 
reckless. 

“Now, my countrymen, I know that our 
friends of the gold standard sometimes tell 
us that this whole question is one of supply 
and demand. 

“Shortly before the election in 1894 

witnessed an argument between 
a gold standard cotton buyer and a 
populist farmer, which amusingly but im- 
pressivealy ilJustrates the two extremes 
of this question. The populist farmer had 
brought his cotton to the market place and 
asked the cotton buyer to make him a bid 
on it. The cotton buyer made him an of- 
fer, and, as you well remember, the price of 
cotton was then very low. The populist 
farmer turned upon him with & torrent of 
violent abuse against the democratic party 
and declared that the country would never 
be prosperous until the sub-treasury plan 
was adopted. : 

“But I am detaining you too long, much 
longer than I had intended to. (Cries of 
‘Go on!’ ‘Go on!’) No, my time is up and I 
must hasten to conclude. 

Clevelandism Means Defeat. 

*‘In closing I wanted to say that I espe- 
cially desire to address democrats and beg 
them to review what was the history of 
the democratic party when we adhered to 
the democratic tradition of the use of both 
gold and silver. What has been the history 
of the democratic party through these 
three years during which time they have 
sought to commit us to the singie gold 
standard? From the hour when Mr. Cleve- 
land called the fifty-third congress in ex- 
traordinary session to complete the de- 
struction of silver and to complete the es- 
tablishment of a gold standard, from that 
hour to this the democratic party has not 
carried an election jn a doubtful state, but, 
my countrymen, we have lost elections in 
states and districts that were never before 
considered doubtful. I appeal to you gold 
standard advocates and ask if you can 
open the maps of the United States tonight 
and put your finger on a single state that 
would be certain to vote the democratic, 
ticket on a gold standard platform. (Cries 
of ‘No, they can’t do it!) Well, then, my 
countrymen, will you oppose the wisdom of 
the. democratic masses when you know 
they are going to vote absolutely to sup- 
port the party when it is right? How can 
you see the gold standard lose every state 
to the democratic party and still maintain 
that it is wise and just to oppose both 
the wisdom and the patrioism of the demo- 
cratic masses? And, my countrymen, 
whenever you do this you forever banish 
the democratic party from its service to 
the people, because you forever disqualify 
it to faithfully serve the people. The demo- 
cratic party cannot live and alienate the 
great mass of the common people. They 
have been its defenders, they have fought 
its battles and shared its splendid victories, 
they have been its old guard, its Tenth le- 
gion. Their fidelity and their confidence 
make its success possible today as it did 
in the glorious. olden times. Go read his- 
tory. There you will find it written that as 
long as a party has been true to its prin- 
ciples, the people have been true to it. 
Why shall we now forsake or compromise 
the principles of democracy? They are as 
true, as just, as eternal now as they were 
when Jefferson first gave them immortal 
utterance and they will be as popular now 
as then if only democratic leaders will have 
the courage to defend them and the wis- 
dom to expound them as our fathers did. 

Stand by Our Principles. 

“My countrymen, during that time in the 
period of our history which tried men's 
souls, hope of democratic suecess seemed 
too mad to be endured. We clung to its 
principles, however, faithfully through all 
the civil war and through the more terrible 
time of reconstruction. We defended them 
when the republican party was successful. 
During this time we had been driven out of 
every department of the government. We 
had no representation at all in the execu- 
tive branch. Even during this trying period 
there was no thought of compromise or 
surrender. And with a courage that would 
have furnished an example to the Spartans, 
it kept on without variableness or shadow 
of turning, and’ in nine years after Appo- 
mattox had become one of the noted points 
of history, the democratic party elected a 
majority to the popular branch of congress. 
The fight was not relaxed and we kept on 
and on, bravely battling for our traditions, 
and in 1884 we were again successful, this 
time our candidate becoming the president. 

‘In that hour of success indecision seem- 
ed to seize upon the minds of our leaders, 
and though we had conceded. nothing to 
achieve the victory, when once achieved, 
they began to yield the very principles that 
had brought us success. [I said then—lI re- 
peat it now—that it makes precious little 
difference to me what party administers 
this government if it is administered upon 
democratic principles, because unless it is 
administered upon democratic principles, 
no maitter what party administers it, no 
party can save it. The only way we can 
deserve success is to renew allegiance ta 
our democratic doctrines. If the people 
believe in that renewal of allegiance—and 
that it is going to be made this year I have 
no doubt—then we will be recalled to powe.. 
Our fidelity will be rewarded and we can 
repay the confidence of a grateful people 
by perpetuating forever and forevermore 
the greatest, the freest and the best gov- 
ernment that ever rose to animate the hope, 
or bless the sacrifice of mankind.” (Pro- 
longed applause and cheers for Bailey.) 


Livingston Called For. 

There were calls for Livingston, and in 
response the representative rose and said 
that it was not the time for him to make 
a speech. “This afternoon I sent to Mr. 
Charles Branan, my opponent, a challenge 
to a joint debate. I hope to get his reply 
tomorrow, and I trust that you will soon 
have an opportunity to hear_both of us. I 
think I can show you why I am justified 
in asking you to vote for me again.”’ 

The idea of a joint debate between Colo- 
nel Livingston and Mr. Branan hit the au- 
dience right. The prospect was agreeable, 
and there was lively applause. 

Colonel Denson. 

Then there were calls for “Denson.” Ex- 
Congressman W. H. Denson, who recently 
romeved here from Alabama, stepped to 
the front and made a ringing short speech. 
He congratulated the audience on the mag- 
nificent argument® whicl# they had just 
heard from Mr. Bailey. Colonel Denson 
told an anecdote or two and set his hear- 
ers laughing. He said that he was too 
young at his birth to know whether he was 
born a democrat or not, but as soon as he 
knew where he “was at,” he found himself 
a democrat. 

“My frie%ds,” said Mr. Denson, “I know 
I can say ‘my frieuds,’ and I can also say 


my fellow citizens, though I cannot sa 
fellow s. But being from Ala- 
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bama I am almost a Georgian, for there 
was or.ce a time when Alabama and Geor- 
gia were one and the same. I am proud 
of Georgia, ana of her history as one of 
the original thirteen states who won the 
glorious war of independence. 

“It is hardly necessary for me to Say 
anything further than has been said by my 
distinguished friend from Texas. But I 
feel that I must say something about this 
all-absorbing question which is of such 
vital interest to us all alike. no ‘matter to 
what class of life we belong. There are 
but two classes in this country—the rich 
and the poor. There was once another 
class. It was the middle class, and em- 
braced all those who prospered by the 
fruit of their labor and earned a livelihood 
and lived in comfort by the sweat of their 
brow. Those of us older men remember 
the time when there was such a class and 
when a man might live in comfort by 
his honest work, and want for not™Mng. 
They did not get rich, but they had all 
that honest labor could give them and 
all that they desired. That day is past. 
There are now only two classes. The rich, 
who are very rich, and the poor, who are 
very poor. That, my friends, is the result 
of the fold standard. The great middle 
class has been destrvyed by the gold stand- 
ard and today we have only the rich and 
the poor. 

‘Under the constitution of our country 
all men are born free and equal. But to- 
day ihere «re thousands in America who 
are as truly slaves as if they had been 
born slaves. That such a condition ex- 
ists is our own faults. It ras been brought 
about by our own votes. If we had not 
voted for the men who brought about 
such a condition cf affairs no such con- 
dition would now exist. This trouble does 
not exist originally with any president or 
any set of cabinet offiters, except in so 
far as we, the people, placed them in 
power. As the trouble ox A originally in thé 
way in which the people voted to place 
these men in power, so it now rests witli 
us to rectify it~by placing other men in 
power who will remedy the trouble. Thank 
God, the government of this country lies 
in the hands of the great common people, 
and we have it in our power to vote for 
the right sort of men. My motto is ‘char- 
ity toward all and malice toward none,’ 
but principle above all things. Hereafier 
we must vote for men who will abide hy 
the principles in which we put our faith, 
and in which lies the salvation of our 
country and of our party. 

“Gentlamen, we must go back to first 
principles. We must go back to the doc- 
trines of Jefferson and of Jackson, to 
which my eloquent friend from Texas has 
so ably refrrred. When we return to these 
cardinal doctrines of our forefathers in 
the democratic party, all things will right 
themselves and we will once more be on 
pry hn ad of prosperity and of business

BY A CONFERENCE OF LEADING 
MEN AS THE CANDIDATE 


For Free Coinage Men To Vote for in 
therSecond District—Walters Says 
He Will Stay in the Race. 


Albany, Ga., May 20.—(Spezial.)—Pofitics 
in the second congressional district took 
a new turn today. 

Pursuant to call, a conference of repre- 
sentative free eoinage democrats met in this 
city today to decide upon the relative 
strength of the two silver candidatgas, 
Griggs and Walters, as compared to that 
of Bower, the gold candidate. Acting under 
representation from leading free coinage 
men all over the district who appéared to 
realize that free coinage @ould not win in 
the approaching convention with a divided 
vote, Colonel H. M. McIntosh sought, to 
remove the difficulty through a conference 
committee composed of three men from 
each county selected alternately by Griggs, 
Walters and himself and upon their decis- 
ion the candidates were to get out or stay 
in the fight. 

Judge Griggs accepted the proposition 
promptly, but Walters refused to have 
anything to do with the conference. 

Anyhow, the delegates selected by Griggs 
and those by MclIntosm came together in 
this city. 

After discussing the situation they de- 
cided to support Griggs, he being consid- 
ered the strongest of the two free coinage 
candidates. 

Colonel Walters, when interviewed this 
evening, said that the action of the con- 
ference would mot affect his candidacy 
and that he was in the race until the con- 
vention met. ; 

Walters furnished the conference with a 
lengthy document giving his reasons for 
refusing to participate in the plan pro- 
posed. 

Walters says the scheme was a cut and 
dried affair and that he could not have 
participated in it with any show of fair- 
ness to his candidacy. 

The Herald, the leading free coinage pa- 
per in the district, which has heretofore 
championed Walters, will espouse Griggs 
tomorrow as the man to win against Bow- 
er. Griggs’s friends are jubilant and ex- 
press the opinion that the conference has 
solved the difficulty and that he will enter 
the convention with strength enough to 
nominate him on the first ballot.

HOW THEY WORK IT. 


“REFORM CLUB” WANTS TO CON- 
TROL BOTH PARTIES. 


They Think They Have the Republi- 
cans and Now They Want To 
, Hoodwink the Democrats. 


New York, May 20.—(Ssecial.)—The Re- 
form Club, of New York eity, composed 
largely of republicans, mugwumps and ad- 
ministration democrats, are taking a very 
active part in the coming presidential elec- 
tion. They are engaged in the task of 
collecting money for the purpose of cor- 
rupting voters of the south and west 
to induce then to pledge both parties to 
the single gold sandard. At their last 
weekly meeting it was determined fhat 
every effort should be made to c@pmit 
both political parties to the single gold 
standard, and wherever there was a silevr 
sentiment to so straddle as to disgust the 
people with the position that either pary 
shall take. 

Members of this organization assert most 
positively that they have secured enough 
delegates to commit unequivocally the re- 
publican convention to an indorsement of 
the single gold standard. They think 
there is but little necessary to be done to 
drive McKinley to stand solidly. on this 
While they have some doubt 
as to their ability to secure a similar 
plank in the democratic platform, they 
have by no means ceased to fight for it. 
They openly proclaim that they prefer to 
have the democratic party beaten rather 
than have it succeed on a free coinage 
plank. 

The Reform Club favors the further issue 
of bonds, the single gold standard, and 
are eternal enemies of silver in any shape 
or form: They have coliected a large 
sum of money from™the bondholders and 
bankers in this city to be used in states 
where conventions are to act, to secure 
what they want. They have assurances 
that they will have the hearty co-operation 
of President Cleveland and his appointees. 
Application has been made for money 
to be sent to Georgia. Whether it will 
ever reach Georgia or not iS another ques- 
tion. Money is being subscribed to con- 
vert the voters to the single gold standard. 
They have been informed that with a 
supply of money, the state of Georgia can 
be put in line with the administration’s 
financial policy. 


NOT A RETALIATORY MEASURE. 


The Spanish Minister Says Tobacco Is 
Needed in Havana. 

Washington, May 20.—Senor Dupuy de 
Lomo, the Spanish minister, declares that 
the order prohibiting the export of tobacco 
from Cuba is misrepresented in dispatches 
attributing it to General Weyler as a re- 
taliattory measure against insurgent sympa- 
thizers in this country. 

He says ‘that it is mot a political measure 
in any sense, but was adopted by the gov- 
ernment at Madrid after serious considera- 
tion to meet an economic necessity: that 
the government for a long time delayed 
taking the action because of its injury to 
commerce, but was driven to the step by 
the fact that without it over 15,000 cigar 
makers in Havana would soon be thrown 
out of work for lack of the raw material, 
and 50,000 women and children dependent 
on them would be in danger of starvation. 

The minister disavows Spamish responsi- 
bility for the conditions which have forced 
the decree. He says the tobacco crop has 
been destroyed by Maceo’s forces during 
their long stay and numerous raids in the 
western part of the island; that the royal 
troops have injured mo property, and that 
the indiscriminate destruction of the crop 
ts to be laid wholly at the doors of the in- 
surgents. Senor Dupuy de Lome says that 
Spain has been frequently importuned for 
the past year to stop the tobacco exporta- 
tion which gave employment to the chief 
comtributors to the insurgents im this coun- 
try, but the petitions were steadfastly re- 
fused. He declares that there are as many 
cigar makers in Tampa today who are 
loyal to Spain 2s there are insurgent sup- 
porters, but that all must suffer alike to 
avoid more seriaus consequences in Ha- 
vana. The prohibition, he contends, is ex- 
actly of the same nature as if the United 
States were compelled to stop the export 
of cereals from this country in time of 
famine or great industrial depression. He 
is informed that there is as much Spanish 
tobacco now in this coumntry as in Cuba, 
and that the hardships here will not be as 
great as was at first supposed. Atany rate, 
he claims, Spain was left no alternative in 


the matter.

So far as McKinley is con- 
cerned, he is already pledged to the 
gold standard, and that pledge is in 
New York in black and white in the 
hands of the men who are directing the 
campaign of the money power. 

Banker Seligman could have meant 
nothing less than this when he declared 
the other day to a reporter of The New 
York Commercial Advertiser that he 
knew positively that’ McKinley is for 
the single gold standard. The editor of 
The Advertiser knows that the pledge 
is in New York, but he keeps up his 
fight on McKinley, as do the other or- 
gans of the gold standard, with the ex- 
ception of The Tribune. 

Thus the republican programme is al- 
ready cut and dried, merely waiting to 
be @rried through on a wave of pre- 
tended enthusiasm.

In the wake of the terrible cyclone 

which has spread destruction over one 
of the fairest regions of the state of 
Texas there comes a wave of sympa- 
thetic ingerest which partially miti- 
gates the suffering of the stricken towns 
if it does not repair the injury which has 
been wrought by the storm.

Every dispensation like this, though 
fearful in the tragic consequences which

Perhaps the most substantial proof of 
this good will is found in the efforts 
which are being made in behalf of the 
unfortunate victims of the storm.

Though America has carried off the 
palm in many contests few are doubtless 
aware of the fact that the finest butter 
in the world is produced by the dairy 
farms of the United States. 

This is not. a mere idle boast but a 
sober statement which is capable of 
proof. And the best part of it is that 
England, which has never been accused 
of excessive fondness for this, country, 
is forced to admit the superiority of the 
American product.

country was entitled to the 
award of merit.

As the result of this test it was fom@ind 
that six out of the twelve countries had 
furnished adulterited sqymples, while 
the remaining six had furnished abso- 
lutely pure samples. 

The countries which fafled to stand 
the test were Belgium, Denmark, Ger- 
many, Holland, Norway and Sweden, 
counted as one, and Russia. Of these 
Belgium furnished five samples, one of 
which was adulterated: Denmark 182 
Samples, eight of which were adulter- 
ated; Germany 154 samples, with forty- 
three adulterations; Holland 250 sam- 
ples, with sixty-six adulterations; Nor- 
way and Sweden 109 samples, only two 
of which were adulterated, and Russia 
forty-nine samples, with five adultera- 
tions. 

On the other hand, those countries 
Which furnished absolutely pure butter 
were Argentina, four samples; Austria, 
fifty-seven samples; Canada, thirty-nine 
samples; France, sixty-two samples; 
New Zealand, twenty-one samples, and 
the United States, sixty-three samples. 

Of these countries the United States 
furnished the greatest number of sam- 
ples and is, therefore, entitled to the 
first place on the roll of honor. 

From the foregoing figures it will be 
observed that 34 per cent of the German 
butter was adulterated: 25 per cent of 
the Holland, and 5 per cent of the Den- 
mark. The last named country has al- 
Ways been the favorite market from 
Which England has obtained her sup- 
ply of butter. 

In referring to the butter production 
of the United States The Chicago Inter 
Ocean in a recent editorial supplies the 
following information: 

The butter interest of this country was 
reported in the last census under two dis- 
tinct heads—agriculture and manufactures. 
Under the head of agriculture came the 
butter made on the farm, under the head 
of manufactures that made in creameries 
or factories. Strictly farm butter made 
that census year amounted to _ 1,024,233,468 
pounds. The factory product is not made 
clear. The report groups cheese, condensed 
milk and butter, and gives the value of the 
total product as $62,686,043, without separat- 
ing the three. There were at that time 
4,712 establishments devoted to the manu- 
facture of dairy produt¢ts. 

This information is important. Aside 
from showing that America leads the 
world in this department of productive 
enterprise it may serve as a yaluable 
incentive for Americans engaged in this 
line of business to keep up the high 
prestige which they have gained. 
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Illinois No Longer Doubtful. 

If there existed any doubt as to the 
stand which Illinois would take in the 
approaching convention at Chicago, on 
the money question, that doubt has been 
effectually dispelled by the frantic at- 
titude which the goldbugs of that section 
have assumed, ; 

Realizing that bimetallism had whip- 
ped the fight in Illinois and that after 
a vigorous campaign the democratic or- 
ganization of the state stands pledged 
to the free coinage of both gold and sil- 
ver as the honest conviction of the 
masses of the people, the champions of 
the single standard idea have agreed to 
bolt the party. 

A meeting of the gold bolters has been 
held in Chicago, at which the democratic 
organization of the state was denounced 
and plans for an independent organiza- 
tion were launched. Instead of accept- 
ing the result in good faith, as becomes 
loyal and true democrats, and abiding 
by the will of the majority, they have 
preferred to give vent, in advance of 
the action of the state convention, to 
their feelings of disappointment and 
chagrin. 

In resolving upon this sf€p the gold- 
bugs _ only shown their weakness 
and have played squarely into the hands 
of the free silver men. 

Illinois may now. be counted as one of 
the silver states whose preference for 
the joint use of the two metals will be 
declared in no mistaken accents. The 
result is just as certain as if the state 
had shouted. her response to the roll 
eall in the Chicago convention.

What Europe Owes. 

From a French economic journal, the 
name of which is not given, The New 
York Sun has gathered a number of 
interesting figures, showing the national 
debts of the various European countries. 

These debts, which represent twenty- 
one European powers, aggregate 121,- 
966,000,000 francs. Expressed in Ameri- 
‘an money this sum is equal to $24,- 
393,200,000. Ten years ago these na- 
tional debts aggregated only 101,460,- 
000,000 frances, or $22,292,000,000. 

From these figures it appears that 
Europe’s national debt within: the last 
decade has increased by a sum equal to 
$2,101,200,000. 

Those countries which have most 
largely contributed to this increase are 
Russia, Germany, Irance, Italy and 
Austria-Hungary. On the other hand 
those whose national debts have de- 
creased are England, Spain, Denmark 
and Luxemburg. 

Most of the increase is divided among 


the great powers of the continent as fol- 


lows: 

Francs. 
7,541,000,000 
5,743,000, 000 
2,278,000, 000 
1,914,000,000 
1,237,000,000 

It is somewhat singular to note that 
these five powers constitute the triple 
and dual alliances of European powers 
and, according to The New York Sun. 
this increase of debt is due in a large 
measure to the military spirit by which 
these nations have been actuated.

While Spain is included among those 
countries whose national debts have 
diminished this is due to the fact that 
the estimate is made for 185.

Germany, 15,252,000,000 francs, or 296 per in- 
habitant. 

Austria-Hungary, 
338 per inhabitant. 

Italy, 12,941,000,000 francs, or 418 per in- 
habitant.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


At Fort Hill, S. C., a monument has re- 
cently been erected in honor of the faith- 
ful plantation negroes ‘who lived in that 
section and who guarded the property of 
their masters during the war. Such a trib- 
ute as this is altogether unique and one 
which will doubtless attract attention 
throughout the north. The monument will 
be unveiled next Wednesday and Mr. Miller, 
of Virginia, the celebrated author and dia- 
lectician, has been invited to deliver the 
address on that occasion and has accepted. 
The exercises will doubtless attract a large 
crowd from all parts of the state. 


One of the German military courts at 
Berlin hah sentenced Count von Kotze to 
imprisoment for two years in a German 
fortress for his recent duel with Baron von 
Schrader, in which affair of honor the latter 
was killed. If such a difficulty merited 
punishment at all it deserved a much more 
serious mark of condemnation than the one 
which was placed upon it by the military 
court. Light punishment such as this is 
not likely to result in any permanent good 
nor in the destruction of this savage meth- 
ed of putting a stop to personal feuds. The 
penalty for killing a man in a duel should 
be as severe as that for ordinary murder. 


Professor L. J. Boeck, who recently died 
in New York city at the advanced age of 
seventy-eight years, was at one time the 
private secretary of Louis Kossuth, the 
celebrated Hungarian patriot. Professor 
Boeck was a Russian Pole by birth, but his 
sympathies. were early enlisted in the Hun- 
garian cause and he became a member of 
the staff of General Bemm and at Buda- 
Peste formed the acquaintance of Kossuth. 
After the defeat of General Bemm the pro- 
fessor was sent by Kossuth as diplomatic 
agent to Turkey. When the Hungarians 
surrendered Professor Boeck, among other 
leaders, was made a prisoner of war. His 
fortunes after this were varied and inter- 
esting. Finally he escaped from _ the 
hands of his enemies and became a teacher 
of mathematics at Havre. He came to this 
country about the time that Kossuth made 
his memorable visit and he and his old 
chieftain met once more at Long Island, 
Then they agreed to disagree. As it sub- 
sequently turned out Kossuth’s mission was 
a failure. Professor Boeck married a niece 
of ex-Senator Platt, of New York, and 
took a professorship in the University of 
iVrginia. Since his retirement from that 
post he has been engaged in scientific 
work. Professor Boeck was a man of 
great learning and was familiar with near- 
ly all the ancient and modern tongues, 
writing and speaking in about twenty-five 
languages with equal fluency. 
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The New York World tells the story of a 
little boy who has lost all five of the senses 
with which he was endowed at birth. His 
name is John J. Brady and he lives at New- 
ark, N. J. He is alive and has a healthy 
color, but he can neither see, hear, feel, 
smell' or taste. The only possible means 
prolonging his life is by the injection of 
stimulants. His widowed mother, who is 
toor poor to send him to the hospital for 
special treatment, sits quietly by his bed- 
sides waiting for the end to come, 

Onthe 4thof July, 1894, John was 
playing in the street with several com- 
panions. They were lighting firecrackers, 
and one of the boys had a half-pound of 
powder and a cannon. A spark fell into 
the powder, followed by an explosion in 
which Brady’s legs were severely burned. 
In October of last year it was discovered 
that he was gradually going blind. Treat- 


+ ment failed to restore his sight, which was 


soon completely lost. Scarcely had he suf- 
fered this privation before the sense of 
hearing likewise departed. Last March he 
lost the sense of smell and about a month 
ago the sense of touch. Within the last few 
days the sense of taste has left the young 
sufferer. Since then he has not spoken. 
He cannot talk, he cannot eat, he cannot 
feel, he cannot smell, he cannot see, he 
cannot hear. The doctors say there is a 
lesion of the brain somewhere which has 
paralyzed all the nerves one after another. 
It began with the optic nerve. But the boy 
ik not emaciated; he is not an idiot. He is 
merely the shell of a human being, with lit- 
tle inside save the power of breathing and 
existing. And his mother is neat and tidy 
and hard working and brave and sensitive 
because the newspaper reporters have come 
into her little home and, oh, so grieved and 
so heartsick over the knowledge that her 
boy must die. And she is a widow and

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COST OF THE JAIL. 


County Commissioners Say It Must Not 
Exceed $150,000. 


THE PLANS WILL BE MODIFIED 


Architects Who Submitted Estimates 
Have Been Asked To Cut Down 
Their, Figures. 


The cost of the new county jail must not 
exceed $150,000. 

Thus says the public buildings committee 
of the county board of commissioners, and 
no plans will be examined or considered 
which do not -place the estimated cost 
within those figures. 

Of the five plans exhibited at the special 
session of the board last Saturday, the 
lowest estimate was $193,533, and an error 
of $23,000 has already been found in this 
amount, making the correct figures nearly 
$225,000, which is $75,000 too high. 

But the architects are now in the city, 
and with them are their plans, and the 
commissioners will ask them to either 
make new plans or reduce the cost of the 
ones which are now awaiting the atten- 
tion of the board. 

Two of the estimates made the board 
Saturday were far in excess of $300,000, 
while none save one was below the $250,000 
mark. It is not impossible for the archi- 
tects to cut down their plans as regards 
cost, as the material and arrangement can 
be considerably lessened in cost. 

Present Estimates Are Too High. 

“We will hold the cost of the new jail 
down to $150,000," said Cemmissioner Adair 
yesterday, ‘‘and have asked the contest- 
ing architects to so modify and change 
their plans as to bring the cost within 
those figures. 

“While the plans tendered wus for con- 
sideration are based on modern ideas and 
all are exceedingly good, we find the cost 
is too much, and it is for this reason alone 
that we have asked modifications in the 
estimates.

Hon. Charles W. Dabney, Jr., assistant 
secretary of agriculture, well known in 
Atlanta as president of the government 
board of Atlanta’s exposition, has issued a 
ecard to the inspectors in that department, 
the purpose of which is to enforce the hu- 
mane treatment of animals that are being 


shipped. 

Following is the circular: 

“United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, Office of the Secretary, Washington, 
-D. C., May 13.—It is the desire of this de- 
partment that the influence of all employes 
should be used, so far as is warranted by 
the law, for the purpose of securing the 
humane treatment of animals in transpor- 
tation and in the stock yards. Depriving 
animals of food and drink for unusual pe- 
riods, and beating and worrying them, are 
practices calculated to make the animals 
feverish and their meat unwholesome, and 
should be discountenanced and prevented. 
You will, therefore, give such instructions 
to your subordinates as will insure careful 
treatment of any animals which they may 
be called upon to handle, and as will also 
lead them to use their influence for the 
same end with all other persons with whom 
they come in contact, 

“You will please make an investigation 
of the manner in which animals are trans- 
ported and handled by the railroad compa- 
nies and stock yards which come under 
your observation, and make such sugges- 
tions as may occur to you, with a view of 
improving the service and protecting ani- 
mals from undue suffering or cruelty. In- 
jured animals which are evidently suffering 
severe pain should be promptly reported to 
the humane societies, unless the owner or 
the stock yard company properly cares 
for them within a reasonable time.

The Spanish government has fixed the 
limit for exportation of tobacco from the 
island at the 26th of May. After that date 
no more tobacco will be allowed to leave 
Cuba. At this time American buyers have 
invested millions of dollars in the leaf as 
it hangs in the dry houses, and which is 
in such a condition that it cannot be safely 
removed inside of sixty days. The weather 
there at this time is dry as it is here, and 
the leaf cannot be handled without great 
loss to the purchasers. The Spanish gov- 
ernment is quite well aware of this and 
their object is to strike at the backbone of 
Cuban,liberty by cutting off the means 
through which the insurgents derive their 
principal support. This is a severe blow to 
the American industry and a great injustice 
to American citizens who have invested so 
heavily in Cuban leaf tobacco. The gov- 
ernment of the United States has already 
been advised of the status of the case and 
has been asked to use its good offices with 
the Spanish government to get an extension 
of the limit for sixty days, so as to allow 
American purchasers to get their values 
out of the island. It is hoped the United 
States government will act promptly in 
this matter, as the limit fixed now is very 
short and delay would result in serious loss. 

In casc the extension is not granted the 


manufacturers do not know just what will ; 


be done by them. But one thing is certain.

At that time a reply 
from Secretary Carlisle to the effect that 
he voted the democratic ticket would have 
made thousands of “gold money’’ 
crats who were disposed to bolt Hardin, 
cast their ballots for him. Carlisle realized 
just what his reply meant, and the extent 
of the damage it would do the demo- 
cratic state ticket.

Saw him stamp and fold the ballot. This 
Genial of Carlisle’s proves more than any- 
thing else the fact that he realized, to the 
fullest extent, the desperate situation as 
regards the “sound money” fight in Ken- 
tucky, and he even drops off his high horse 
to appease, to a small extent, the wrath 
of the white metal men by swearing—after 
his conduct has not only defeated the dem- 
ocratic nominee for governor, but the nomt- 
nee for United States senator as well—that 
he voted for the gubernatorial candidate. 

Is Getting Desperate. 

The free coinage men regard the action 
of Secretary Carlisle as the last act of a 
desperate man catching at a straw. Some 
of the silver leaders express the belief 
that Carlisle is only the tool of Cleveland 
in the Kentucky fight; that Cleveland will 
be a candidate for re-election and in order 
to get the Kentucky delegates he forces 
Carlisle to enter the fight, simply because 
he is a Kentuckian whom he believes his 
native state will indorse from state pride. 

Few of the “‘sound money” democrats in 
Kentucky would hail with delight the can- 
didacy of Cleveland, and in his quiet way 
Cleveland sets about to have delegates who 
can be controlied by a man controlled by 
him, sent to Chicago. If the free coinage 
leaders stand by the promises they are 
making on the stump, then there will be no 
compromise at the Lexington convention. 
No Cleveland ideas or principles will be 
indorsed; the national administration will 
be completely ignoreqd and Blackburn or 
Bland will get the instructions, and a 16 
to 1 plank will be inserted in the platfortn. 

The ‘‘sound money’’ democrats have at 
last awakened to the gravity of the situ- 
ation and headquarters were opened yester- 
day in. Louisville, at the democratic state 
committee rooms, in the Columbia building. 


They have plenty of money and will spend ° 


it freely. A’ state campaign committee 
consisting of members from the. state at 
large, a district campaign committee con- 
sisting of members from each of the eleven 
congressional districts, and an executive 
committee, consisting of fiv® members, 
which controls the campaign, have. been 
appointed, and are now at work in earnest. 
All sorts of goldbug literature is being 
distributed over the state and the ofgani- 
gation is being made by precincts. 

The free coinage men, however, were 
early birds and have about completed 
their organization, which is perfect. Every 
precinct in the state has been organized 
and in most of them meetings have been 
held, at which resolutions pledging those 
present to vote for no man who is not 
in favor of the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. These meetings have 
had the effect of arousing the farmers, 
on whom the final result of the fight de- 
pends. If the farming element turns out 
on the day for the county mass conventions 
to elect delegates to the state convention, 
the free coinage men will win hands down, 
All of the county conventions, by or- 
der of the state central committee; will be 
held on May 30th, three days prior to the 
state convention. The free coinage men 
made a fight to have the committee oraer 
precinct primaries in selecting delegates, 
but the goldbugs forced the committee to 
call mass conventions in order that the 
“sound money” politicians would have a 
chance to hoodwink and trick the farm- 
ers who, for the most part, compose the 
free coinage faction in the state. 

They Wanted Primaries. 

Had precinct primaries been called every 
voter could express his sentiments on the 
money question by voting in his own pre- 
cinct, and a fa concensus of the sentiment 
in the party obtained, but this is just what 
the ‘‘sound money’’ democrats don’t want 
and by their influence on the committee 
they prevented it. Any “sound money” 
man in the state will acknowledge that a 
fair vote would show that the democratic 
party in Kentucky is overwhelmingly ‘for 
free coinage, but they laugh and say that 
the politicians know how to take care of 
the farmers in the convention hail. 

The ‘‘sound money” men practically con- 
tede that the first, second, third and fourth 
congressional districts will send free coin- 
age delegates to the state convention with- 
put much of a fight. In the fifth district 
the ‘“‘sound money’’ democrats are in the 
majority. Louisville is the center of. the 
fifth district, but the free coinage men, 
under the leadership of Sam Avery and 
State Senator Tom Hayes, are organiz- 
me, and say that they- will give 
the goldbugs a hot fight, @specially in 
the county.

Especially in 
the seventh, or Breckinridge district, is the 
campaign warm. Around Lexington the 
free coinage men are making the welkin 
ring. Breckinridge, who ha's all along been 
a Cleveland man, is protecting himself by 
@ patent platform on the currency issue. 
His views are “that everything under $20 
should be coined in silver.’”” Owens has des- 
troyed the only chance he had for the con- 
gressional nomination by declaring for 
Cleveland and sound money. ‘“‘Wicked Wil- 
lie,”” however, is a wiry old duck, and al- 
though he has always been Known as a 
Cleveland ‘‘sound-money”’ man, he is reef- 
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ing his sails for the coming storm. 
Colonel Chinn Talks. 


In the eighth district, the home of Jack 
Chinn, the free coinage men have placed 


Thompson, “the @x-cOngressman, in the 
field as their candidate for congressional 
nomination. Congressman McCreary real- 
izes that the free coinage men are in the 
saddle in the district and will not enter the 
fight for renomination. The “sound mon- 
ey’’ candidates—Pryor Force and Sam 
Owsley—are out against Thompson, and if 
they remain in the race and divide the 
“sound money" vote Thompson will be 
elected by an overwhliming majority. 
Colonel Chinn, who will be the free coih- 
age candidate for state senator from his 
Senatorial district, said today: 

“Carlisle is a goldbug now, after years of 
advocacy of free silver. I can illustrate 
his pos'tion in a way that I think fully ex- 
plains it. When ‘Little Phil’ Thompson 
was in congress he led the first fight 
against Huntington’s railroads. In the 
last race he was defeated by McCreary and 
it was discovered that Huntington had 
subscribed $30,000 to accomplish the deféat 
of Thompson. Mr. Thompson went to 
Washington to practice law and was met 
by Mr. Huntington, who said: ‘Mr.

the nominations, was unsurpassed in the 
history of Cleveland conventions. 

Lewis Curtis was elected .on the first 
ballot as agent of the —— book con- 
cern, with headquarters at @incinnati. He, 
with the other agent to be selected, will 
have charge of the Methodist book busi- 
ness at Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted 
declaring that the sale of liquors in the 
national capitol was a national disgrace, 
and asking in the name of the pepole that 
congress abolish the practice. The com- 
mittee on state of the church drew the 
convention into an exciting discussion by 
recommending that part of the discipline 
relating to specific amusements be not 
changed. | 

Under the law, persons indulging in in- 
toxicating liquors as a beverage, renting 
property to, or becoming bondsmen for 
liquor dealers, dancing, playing at games 
of chance, attending theaters, horse races, 
circuses and indulging in mrany other popu- 
lar amusements shall be expelied from the 
church unless the offender exhibit real 
humiliation. By almost unanimous vote 
the convention refused to make the change. 

Gecrge P. Mains, of New York, east, was 
elected junior book agent at New York on 
the fourth ballot. He succeeds Sanford 
Hunt, who died last fall. Dr. Mains has 
been pastor of the New York Avenue 
church, Brooklyn, N. Y., and secretary of 
the church extension society of that city. 

Henry C. Jennings of Minnesota, was 
elected junior agent of the Western Book 
Concern on the fourth ballot. Mr. Jennings 
is presiding elder of thé Marshall, Minn., 
district. 

It was decided to proceed with the elec- 
tion of three missionary secretaries to suc- 
ceed Rev. Jonas Cramel Peck, deceased;

Mr. F. P. Chaffee, director of the Alabama 
section of the United States weather bu- 
reau and climate and crop service, promul- 
gates the following today: 

“During the week ending May 18th, gen- 
erally warm weather prevailed in this sec- 
tion; the day temperatures for the state 
averaging about &7 and the night tempera- 
tures 69 degrees, with a daily average of 
about 4 degrees more than normal. What 
rain that fell was in scattered showers 
on Thursday, except in some parts of the 
southwest counties. where light showers 
fell on other dates, One or two reports from 
the central mounties mention heavy showeis 
on the 14th, which were of a purely [local 
character, and did but little damage. 
“The ‘warm weather is rapidly exhaust- 
ing the subsoil moisture, and rains are 
again.needed in many parts of the state. 

“Much work was done during the week, 
and all crops are reported as fairly clean. 

“Under the foming warmth, cotton is 
growing rapidly, and already averages from 
six to eight leaves in the northern counties 
and is considered to be about two weeks in 
advance of previous years: chopping is 
nearly completed: the grass, which had 
gained quite a thheadway, has been nearly 
cleaned out. 

‘Corn is growing rapidly, and is generally 
healthy, except on some of the limestone 
lands. where worms are doing damage in 
scattered localities. Early corn is beginning 
to tassel, 

“Early oats, which have headed low, are 
ripening, and harvesting is about to begin; 
wheat is also heading and is promising. 
Late sown oats, sugar cane, ground peas 
ard all small crops are doing well, but 
should have rain soon. 

“The condition of fruit has deteriorated 
during the last few weeks, owing to blight 
in pears, plums and peaches, and damage 
by insects, especially by the ‘“‘curculla”’ 
or “little turk,’’ which is badly damaging 
plums: early peaches are. beginning. to 
ripen.

Corn acted with its customary regard 
for the tone and feeling of wheat. Sympathy 
with that grain was the sole influence at 
work in the market. The movement was 
slow and lifeless. July corn opened at 
Mec, Sold at 2c, closing at the latter—a 
shade over yesterday. Cash corn was 
steady to firm, prices in some cases being 
fractionally higher. . 

Oats derived encouragement from the 
better tone of wheat, but trade was too 
small to attract any attention or arouse 
any interest. Prices were generally steady. 
July oats closed unchanged from yester- 
day. Cash oats were firm at yesterday’s 


prices. 
Provisions—The hog receipts this morning 
were away and beyond the most extrava- 
gant estimates of what they would be. 
Forty thousand arrived, and the enormous 
influx had the effect of depressing prices 
at the yards from 5 to 10 cents per 100 
pounds. Under the circumstances it was 
but natural that the product should suffer 
depreciation. Everything declined on sell- 
ing, prompted by the demoralization.

Chicago, May 20.—The feeling in the 
wheat market has been firm the entire ses- 
sion, with apparently more disposition on 
the part of outsiders to buy September 
around prevailing prices. There are still 
numerous bad crcp reports from Michi- 
gan, Indiana and Ohio, which tend to cur- 
tail heavy short selling on the part of local 
traders and rather inclines them to long 
side for a time. But discouraging features 
are the extremely light clearances and the 
poor exports, and under this condition buy- 
ers, whose trades show a small profit, feel 
disposed to scll out on any little reaction. 
Receipts at the seaboard trade were about 
500,000 bushels, while total clearances ag- 
While un- 
doubtedly considerable of western arrivals 
is being consumed by millers, it is quite 
evident that some of the export orders for 
May and June shipments have been can- 
celled, as reported a short time previous. 
There seems to be no snap in foreign mar- 
kets, due probably to the large Black sea 
shipments and favorable prospects abroad. 
Nevertheless local traders are not inclined 
to venture too far from shore, undexw pres- 
ent crop uncertainties, and a few bad re- 
perts or any sign of good buying cause ner- 
vousness among shorts, while anv large 
selling or favorable reports have a weakere 
ing effect on holders. During the pasi two 
days there seems to have been some invest- 
ment buving and a further advance seems 
not at all improbable, but we doubt if any 
material improvement can be sustained un- 
less as mentioned in a former letter. For- 
eigners become better buyers or develop- 
ments prove the crop to be in a precarious 
condition. 

Tife corn market has been steady but not 
broad. It is claimed that some portions of 
the belt are too wet and that fields are 
weedy in comsequence. Clearances have 
been very large and sample markets firm. 
The large receipts or hogs caused a weak 
provision market, but there was selling by 
porkers and holders. Export demand for 
lard is good and at $4.50 there seems to be 
a tendency to buy, notwithstanding de- 
pressed conditions of trade. We _ believe 
purchases made at this price will show a 
good profit before a loss. 


The Cereal Situation. 


S. 1. K, Prime, in New York Daily Stock- 
holder. 

The country has experienced quite an ex- 
citing time during the past week in the 
crop world. We have had heat and cold, 
dry and wet. Altogether there has been 
no uniformity whatever in the outlook. 
One part of the country has rushed in over 
the wires numerous telegrams with regard 
to the insect condition, giving exciting ac- 
counts of their ravages and destruction 
to the growing crops. Other parts of the 
country reporting ‘‘crops never looking 
better.’’ 

When we look at the situation as a whole 
we find it has been a week of struggle, 
and the country has made no advance in 
anything in the growing world excepting 
corn. 

Winter wheat.—For the past fourteen 
days everything has been favorable in 
the winter wheat states for the develop- 
ment of insect life—heat, dry weather and 
a great crop of the old bugs carried over 
from last season. It is the hatching out 
of the bugs this week in countless millions 
which is doing the damage. 

The last forty-eight hours have given us 
a decided low temperature, ¥ much so 
that we were afraid that hiStory would 
repeat itself and we should have a frost, 
which would simply complicate the present 
crop situation. 

Danger from frost, however, has been 
averted. The country is experiencing at 
the present time genial and fimely rains, 
and I trust that the imsect question has 
reached its highest point of damage. 

The early varieties of winter wheat 
have headed out. The late wheat has 
grown .very rapidly the present week. 
What percentage of the crop has been 
damaged by insects and dry weather it is 
simply impossibie to say, but this state- 
ment can be made at this juncture of the 
crop which I think will stand: 

The wheat has been damaged nrore or 
less by the dry weather the first of last 
fal Then again by similar causes early in 
the spring, and lestly by insects. We have 
today more or less of a spotted crop in 
every state in the winter wheat belt. Some 
damaged more and some damaged less. 
The season ts now so far advanced that 
unless present rains continue damage is 
more likely to increase than decrease. 

Spring wheat.—Vary doleful and dis- 
couraging reports as to the spring wheat 
Situation still continue to be received from 
the Red River valley. It is utterly im- 
possible under, the most favorable cir- 
cumstances to put in over 60 per cent of 
as much wheat as went into the ground 
last season. Even if that is done, very 
favorabie conditions and a late frost 
must be had, otherwise a poor crop. 

South Dakota is in better shape and 
nothing to confplain of in Minnesota. 

Corn.—No crop which has been put into 
the ground this season starts off under 
more favorable circumstances than the 
corn crop. Planting was all finished this 
week and the early planted corn in every 
state in the corn belt is now large enough 
to cultivate. 

We have now at last launchéd the grow- 
ing crop seasor for 1896 and the prospects 
at this juncture may be considered under 
favorable conditions about in this way: 

A winter wheat crop hardly up to the 
standard of last season. Spring wheat 
crop not yet seeded. Oats give very fair 
promise, although seem at present to be 
handicapped by insects. The corn prospect 
could not be better.

Unless We Gt Rain Soon the Crops in 
the South Will Be Ruined. 


COTTON DOING VERY WELL 


But Fruit and All Other Crops Are 
Suffering—Raining North and 
West Yesterday. 


The old time question, “Is it hot enough 
for you?’ has ceased to be a joke, in the 
face of the long continued drought which 
has been prevalent over the south and for 
that matter all over the union, 

For the farmer it has long since ceased 
to be a joke and has become a matter of 
very serious reality. So much so that un- 
less a rain comes, and that very speedily, 
there is no calculating the damage that 
will be done. The very earth is crying 
aloud for rain, and parchimg crops all over 
the south are famishing for moisture. The 
damage that has almeady been done is un- 
told, and unless a general continued rain 
falls within the next ten Gays, Georgia and 
many other states will ha¥e no crops this 
yea? worth speaking of. ; 

The dry weather of the past week has 
been almost enough to kill the crops, and 
the weather man says that “if the present 
dry weather continues for even a few days 
longer, the outlook will become gloomy in- 
deed.”” People are accustomed to make fun 
of the weather man in time when the rain- 
fall is plentiful, and when a _é shower 
knocks his prediction of dry weather into 
a cocked hat, but now, when the land is 
parching, beneath an unprecedented spell 
of dry weather, they read what he has to 
say with deadly interest, and each day 
pray that he will at least give them a prom- 
ise of rain. 

Reports from all over the country indi- 
cate that all kinds of crops are suffering. 
The fruit crop is already half dried up, and 
unless a rain comes soon the bright pros- 
pect of a few weeks ago will be almost 
entirely destroyed. 

Cotton so far is doing well, und is in good 
condition. Although damagiitz to almost 
all other crops, the cotton plant at this 
stage is thriving on the dry weather, and 
this is the great saving clause of the situa- 
tion.
